Election/Restrictions

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the term "means" appears 
in the body of the abstract (Note applicant could use mechanism). Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of tine Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1, 8, 9, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kloster (3862483). 

Kloster discloses the claimed invention as recited in the claims. Kloster discloses 
an apparatus having a first engagement (18&20), a second engagement (24) 
with a mandrel (30) and neck/shoulder portions (50&60&70). 

8. Claims 1, 8, 9, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jansen (5857252) 

Jansen discloses the claimed invention as recited in the claims. Jansen discloses 
an apparatus having a first engagement (46), a second engagement (52&70) 
with a mandrel (50) and neck/shoulder portions (26&24B).
